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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,7,9,10,15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Gossler et al 780'. Note that paragraph 3 in column4 in Gossler et al sets 
froth that rotation in either of two directions, controls heat to either the first heating 
element or to a second hearing element in addition to the first. Thus a plurality of 
heating zones is set forth as in claim 1 and the initial movement relative to rotatable 
direction is set forth as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-6,8,11-14,19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 



unpatentable over Gossler et al 780' in view of Kornrumpf et al . Gossler et al teach the 
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claimed subject matter except for showing use of relays as the end control switching 
unit. Considering the widespread use of relays to control power to heating elements as 
considered a choice designated by the current levels needed, it would have been 
obvious to modify the Gossler et al system to use relays to supply current to the 
heaters, as set forth in Kornrumpf et al. Note that high current supply demands are 
typically met by relay control and lower current supply conditions met by semiconductor 
switches. As per claim 13 choice of a particular heating element shape is an obvious 
choice dependent on the type of cooking device used with the claimed controller. As 
per claim 14 use of a display is conventional in cooking system controllers and use of 
the same in Gossler et al as modified is a routine choice for the artisan.
